Schenley  Distil3a?s,  Inc.,  ordered  a  routine  credit 
inquiry  to  be  made  concerning  all  stockholders  and  that 
I  ....  Iris  ^h-e  individual  who  is  responsible 

to  see  that  these  credit  inquiries  are  made.  He  added 
that  on  July  12,  1957*  Mrs.  JOSEPHINE  LANZA,  559  Washington 
Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  bought  100  shares 
of  Schenley* s  stock  and  through  stock  dividends  increased 
this  to  109  shares.  On  September  18,  1958,  JOSEPHINE 
LANZA  sold  two  shares  of  this  stock.  The  selling  of  this 
stock  would  automatically  cause  Schenley  Distillers,  Inc., 
to  ascertain  a  current  credit  check  on  the  stockholder .

Retail  Credit  Association  report  dated  October  2,  1958, _ 
reflected  that  the  Subject  and  his  wife,  JOSEPHINE 
LANZA,  resided  at  603  Virginia  Street,  San  Mateo,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  subsequently  moved  (dates  unknown)  to 
Burlingame,  California.  According  to  the  report, 

JOSEPHINE  LANZA  worked  for  at  least  two  years  for  the 
Roos-Atkins  Department  Store,  San  Mateo,  California. 

The  credit  report  also  reflected  that  her  husband, 

JAMES  JOSEPH  LANZA,  was  affiliated  with  Lanza  Brothers 
of  559  Washington  Street,  San  Francisco  California,  and 
that  JAMES  LANZA  also  had  an  interest  in  the  A.  N.  Lariza 
Real  Estate  Company.  No  address  was  'listed  in  the  credit 
report  for  this  latter  business.  The  San  Mateo  Retail 
Credit  Association  report  concluded  that  JAMES  JOSEPH 
LANZA  and  his  wife  JOSEPHINE  had  a  good  business 
reputation.

no  further  Identifiable  information  in  the  file  of 
Schenley  Distillers,  Inc.,  concerning  the  Subject  or  his 
wife . 
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On  June  9,  1959  SA's  FRANK  R.  WARNER  and  HERBERT 
K.  MUDD,  JR.  interviewed  ANTHONY  N.  LANZA,  brother  of  the 
Subject,  at  their  place  of  business,  Lanza  Brothers,  559 
Washington  Street,  San  Francisco. 

ANTHONY  LANZA  was  questioned  concerning  the 
reasons  for  his  brother,  JAMES  LANZA,  going  to  New  York 
City  and  Scranton,  Pennsylvania  in  November,  1957.  He 
was  further  questioned  as  to  any  knowledge  he  might  have 
concerning  the  purposes  and  the  attendance  of  his  brother 
at  the  Apalachin  meeting  of  November  14,  1957* 

ANTHONY  LANZA  advised  that  he  had  told  every¬ 
thing  he  knew  about  the  activities  of  his  brother  when 
he  appeared  before  the  special  Federal  Grand  Jury  at  Los 
Angeles,  California  and  he  immediately  advised  that  his 
brother  was  not  in  attendance  at  the  Apalachin  meeting. 
ANTHONY  LANZA,  when  questioned  as  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Apalachin  meeting,  immediately  exclaimed  that  he  knew 
nothing  about  it  and  the  only  information  he  did  have 
was  that  which  he  had  read  in  the  newspapers  and  magazines. 
When  questioned  as  to  why  JAMES  LANZA  went  to  New  York 
City,  ANTHONY  LANZA  at  first  stated  that  all  he  knew 
was  that  his  (JAMES  LANZA’s)  sister-in-law  had  called 
him  and  requested  him  to  come  to  New  York  to  help  her 
settle  the  estate  of  her  deceased  husband.  ANTHONY 
LANZA  did  not  identify  the  sister-in-law  and  added  that 
JAMES  LANZA  had  gone  to  her  parents1  home  in  Brooklyn, 

New  York  where  they  met  to  discuss  the  settlement  of 
the  estate.  (Investigation  reveals  that  the  sister-in- 
law  is  EMILY  NASO.) 

ANTHONY  LANZA  was  further  questioned  as  to 
why  JAMES  LANZA  went  to  New  York  with  JOSEPH  CERRITO 
and  again  ANTHONY  LANZA  exclaimed  that  he  did  not  know 
anything  about  it,  but  only  repeated  that  as  far  as 
he  knew,  JAMES  LANZA  went  to  New  York  to  help  settle  the 
estate  of  his  former  brother-in-law. 

ANTHONY  LANZA  was  questioned  as  to  why  JAMES 
LANZA  was  in  Scranton,  Pennsylvania  just  prior  to  the 
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Apalachin  meeting  and  at  first  ANTHONY  LANZA  stated  that 
he  did  not  know  the  reasons  for  JAMES  LANZA  being  in 
Scranton,  but  then  advised  that  he  remembered  that  JAMES 
LANZA  had  met  a  man  whom  he  did  not  identify  at  the 
funeral  of  his  brother-in-law  in  New  York  City  in 
September,  1957  and  that  this  man  was  from  Scranton, 
Pennsylvania  and  was  interested  in  purchasing  olive 
oil  and  that  is  why  JAMES  LANZA  went  to  Scranton, 
Pennsylvania,  to  see  this  man.  ANTHONY  LANZA  was  ques¬ 
tioned  as  to  why  JAMES  LANZA  was  in  Scranton,  Pennsylvania 
and  registered  at  the  same  hotel  with  JOSEPH  CERRITO, 

FRANK  DE  SIMONE,  SAM  SCOZZARI  and  JOSEPH  CIVELLO  and 
again  ANTHONY  LANZA  stated  he  did  not  know  anything  about 
JAMES  LANZA  being  with  these  men,  but  he  only  knew  that 
JAMES  LANZA  went  to  Scranton,  Pennsylvania  to  see  a 
man  about  olive  oil.  At  this  point,  ANTHONY  LANZA 
again  emphatically  denied  that  JAMES  LANZA,  his  brother, 
had  attended  the  Apalachin  meeting. 

ANTHONY  LANZA  did  not  identify  the  individual 
that  JAMES  LANZA  was  allegedly  seeing  in  Scranton, 
Pennsylvania  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  olive  oil, 
but  continued  his  statements  by  saying  that  he  did  not 
know  anything  about  JAMES’s  activities  while  he  was  in 
Scranton,  other  than  the  alleged  olive  oil  deal. 

ANTHONY  LANZA  appeared  to  be  very  nervous 
in  his  demeanor  and  became  highly  incensed  that  his 
family,  who  have  for  forty  years  operated  a  clean  and 
honest  business,  should  be  embarrassed  by  all  the  pub¬ 
licity  appearing  in  the  local  newspapers  and  their 
individual  appearances  before  the  special  Federal  Grand 
Jury  in  Los  Angeles.  He  stated  that  they  were  unjustly 
accused  and  that  statements  made  concerning  them  were 
not  proven.  ANTHONY  LANZA  stated  that  they  operated 
a  legitimate  winery  in  San  Francisco  for  many  years 
and  never,  at  any  time,  were  they  in  any  kind  of  trouble 
with  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  and  their  record 
with  that  agency  is  clean.  He  stated  that  formerly 
they  operated  an  olive  oil  business  at  Lindsay,  California 
during  the  period  of  World  War  II  and  it  was  during  this 
period  that  many  individuals  from  New  York  and  the  East 
contacted  them  at  the  olive  oil  plant  in  order  to  purchase 
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olive  oil  or  secure  prices  of  olive  oil.  He  stated  that 
these  individuals  have  written  to  them  on  numerous  oc¬ 
casions  for  prices  of  olives  and  olive  oil  and  it  appears 
to  him  that  through  this  source,  the  names  of  the  LANZA 
brothers  were  associated  with  the  people  from  the  East. 


ANTHONY  LANZA  stated  that  when  he  was  before 
the  Federal  Grand  Jury  in  Los  Angeles,  he  was  asked  about 


a  man  in  Dallas  Texas  (T  |  with  whom  they  had  been 

in  contact  for  the  purchase  of  olive  oil.  He  stated 
that  he  did  not  kno w  this  individual  nor  did  he  ever 
see  this  individual,  but  he  did  state  that  on  several 
occasions  they  received  orders  for  olive  oil  from  him 
and  the  olive  oil  was  sent  to  him  but  no  personal  con¬ 
tact  at  any  time  was  made  with  this  individual.

ANTHONY  LANZA  explained  that  he  and  JAMES 
LANZA  have  for  several  years  handled  a  brokerage 
business  in  the  sale  of  olive  oil  and  olives.  He  said 
that  orders  received  are  forwarded  to  the  Veronica 
Olive  Oil  Company  of  Oakland,  California,  the  Musco 
Olive  Oil  Company  of  Oakland  or  the  Oro  Olive  Oil 
Company  of  Oroville,  California,  where  the  orders 
are  filled  and,  in  most  cases,  shipped  directly  to  the 
customer.  He  stated  that  a  lot  of  shipments  in  the 
Oakland  area  are  shipped  through  the  facilities  of  the 
Howard  Terminal  Company  of  Oakland.  He  stated  they 
collect  a  brokerage  fee  of  about  five  or  ten  percent 
for  handling  the  order. 


ANTHONY  LANZA  advised  that  he  handles 
real  estate  and  insurance  practically  all  the  time 
and  very  seldom  leaves  the  office  and  when  he  does, 
JAMES  LANZA  then  handles  any  business  transactions 
that  come  in. 


ANTHONY  LANZA  advised  that  he  knew  SAM 
LIMA  several  years  ago  when  he  operated  an  olive  oil 
company  at  Lodi,  California,  but  he  has  not  seen  him 
for  the  past  fifteen  years.  He  stated  that  he  knew 
TONY  LIMA,  who  also  worked  at  the  olive  oil  company  in 
Lodi;  He  stated  that  he  knows  nothing  about  him  except 
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that  TONY  LIMA  had  been  involved  in  a  case  where  he 
was  charged  with  shortages  in  the  sale  of  grapes  and 
for  which  he  was  sent  to  jail.  He  stated  that  he  has 
not  seen  him  for  several  years. 


ANTHONY  LANZA  explained  that  he  knew  FRANK 
SCAPPATURA,  who  formerly  operated  the  Sunland  Sales 
Cheese  and  Olive  Oil  Company.  He  stated  that  his  only 
connection  with  SCAPPATURA  was  brought  about  by  a  man 
by  the  name  of |  |who  was  the  cashier  of  the 

Bank  of  America  Branch  at  Columbus  and  Stockton  Streets 
in  San  Francisco.  ANTHONY  LANZA  stated  that  I  I 

had  called  him  and  asked  him  to  purchase  olive  oil 
from  the  Sunland  Company,  as  SCAPPATURA  owed  a  large 
amount  of  money  to  the  bank  and  needed  help  in  the 
sale  of  olives  and  olive  oil.  ANTHONY  LANZA  advised 
that  several  purchases  of  olive  oil  were  made  from 
the  Sunland  Company.  He  stated  that  he  had  no  other 
connection  with  SCAPPATURA. 


ANTHONY  LANZA  explained  that  he  was  very 
bitter  about  the  whole  thing  and  that  he  had  been 
subject  to  great  embarrassment  when  told  before  he 
was  to  appear  before  the  Federal  Grand  Jury  in  Los 
Angeles  that  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  had  been  issued 
because  he  did  not  appear  at  the  stated  time  of 
10:00  A.M.  on  the  morning  of  his  hearing.  LANZA 
stated  that  he  explained  that  due  to  the  delay  caused 
by  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad,  his  train  was  two 
hours  late  in  getting  into  Los  Angeles  and  he  was 
not  trying  to  hide  or  not  do  his  duty  in  appearing 
before  the  Federal  Grand  Jury.  He  explained  that  he 
even  tried  several  times  while  en  route  to  telegraph 
or  telephone  the  Grand  Jury  that  he  would  be  late. 

In  conclusion,  ANTHONY  LANZA  advised  that 
he  would  be  glad  to  give  any  information  at  any  time 
but  he  just  did  not  know  anything  about  his  brother's 
activities  while  he  was  in  New  York  and  he  definitely 
knew  nothing  about  the  Apalachin  meeting.

ALIOTO  stated  that  his 
father  was  JOE  ALIOTO,  but  not  the  JOE  ALIOTO  referred  to 
above.  He  stated  that  this  particular  JOE  ALIOTO  had  a 
long  criminal  record  for  narcotics  arrests  and  was  in 
no  way  related  to  his  family.  He  stated  that  his  father 
does  have  a  brother  by  the  name  of  IGNAZIO  ALIOTO,  but  no 
comment  was  made  concerning  the  Black  Hand  allegation.

ALIOTO  stated  that  his  family  has  been  in  the 
fish  business  in  San  Francisco  since  -1911  and  never  have 
they  ever  been  involved  with  hoodlums  or  the  criminal 
element.  He  stated  that  he  knows  of  rib  organized  group 
of  hoodlums  and  when  questioned  about  the  Black  Hand  or 
Mafia  groups,  ALIOTO  stated  that  he  knew  of  no  organized 
groups,  except  that  a  gang  killed  his  uncle  and  the  DE  JOHN 
murder  case  was  a  gang,  but  other  than  that  he  knows  nothing 
about  any  organized  group.  ALIOTO  did  not  answer  the 
question  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  Back  Hand  or  the 
Mafia.  ALIOTO  did  state.,  however,  that  a  lot  of  the  Italians 
that  had  been  in  trouble  with  the  lav;  in  the  North  Beach 
and  Produce  Row  areas  were  not  Sicilians,  but  were  Italians 
from  other  parts  of  Italy,  other  than  Sicily.  ALIOTO 
pointed  out  that  out  of  the  forty-odd  ALLIOTOs  listed  in 
the  telephone  directory,  there  \fere  only  five  persons  who 
were  members  of  his  father’s  family.  He  claimed  that  the 
other  ALIOTOs  were  not  related  in  any  way  to  his  father  *  s 
family. 
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ALIOTO  was  questioned  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the 
Apalachin  nieeting  of  hoodlums  in  November  1957  *  in  New 
York.  To  this  ALIOTO  answered  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
meeting*  but  that  he  had  Just  acquired  a  client  who  is 
at  present  involved  in  the  current  proceedings  before  the 
Federal  Grand  Jury  in  Los  Angeles.  ALIOTO  did  not  identify 
this  client  but  added  that  he  had  no  information  concerning 
the  Apalachin  meeting. 


HENRY  IRVING,  an  accountant  whose  offices  are  at 
1428  Irving  Street,  San  Francisco,  and  who  operates  the  Oro 
Olive  Oil  Company,  Oroville,  California,  was  interviewed 
concerning  JAMES,  JOSEPH  LANZA  on  May  29 >  1958* 

IRVING  advised  that  he  has  been  acquainted  with 
JAMES  JOSEPH  LANZA  for  several  years  and  he  considers  JAMES 
LANZA  to  be  the  "kingpin"  of  the  Sicilian  element  in  the  San 
Francisco  area.  IRVING  was  questioned  as  to  whether  JAMES 
LANZA  or  ANTHONY  LANZA,  his  brother,  was  the  more  influential 
of  the  two  in  the. Sicilian  element.  IRVING  quickly  advised 
that  ANTHONY  LANZA  was  merely  the  bookkeeper  of  the  Lanza 
Brothers  and  that  there  is  no  question  but  that  JAMES 
LANZA  was  the  more  important  and  influential  of  the  two. 

IRVING  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA  remarked  to  him 
several  years  ago  that  if  he,  IRVING,  had  any  collection 
problems  with  Italians  in  the  San  Francisco  area  to  let  him 
know  and  LANZA  would  help  him.  IRVING  stated  that  he 
remarked  to  LANZA  that  one  TONY  ESPOSITO  of  the  Veronica 
Olive  Oil  Company,  Oakland,  California,  had  failed  to  honor 
a  sight  draft.  IRVING  could  not  recall  the  amount,  but  felt 
that  it  was  a  sizeable  amount  as  the  drafts  generally 
ran  between  $8,000  and  $32,000.  LANZA  advised  IRVING 
that  he  would  take  care  of  the  matter. 

IRVING  advised  that  within  the  hour  he  received 
a  call  from  TONY  ESPOSITO  and  was  advised  by  him  that  he, 
ESPOSITO,  had  put  a  check  in  the  mail  for  the  amount  of  the 
sight  draft.  ESPOSITO  requested  IRVING  to  contact  him 
personally  in  the  future  when  there  was  a  misunderstanding 
relative  to  their  business  transactions  and  requested 
him  not  to  tell  JAMES  LANZA  about  such  matters.

On  May  20,  1959 ,  ANTHONY  T.  ESPOSITO  (TONY) 
was  interviewed  at  his  place  of  business.  310  Broadway, 

Oakland,  California,  by  SAs  and  HERBERT  K. 

MIJDD,  JR.,  TONY  ESPOSITO  advised  that  he  and  his  brothers 
have  formed  a  corporation  and  own  and  operate  the  Veronica  Olive 
Oil  Company  and,  in  addition,  they  operate  the  Villa  Nova 
Pizzeria  Restaurant  at  2775  Telegraph  Avenue,  Oakland, 
California. 


ESPOSITO  stated  that  his  family  came  to  San 
Francisco  from  New  York  City  in  1939  and  his  father, 
SALVATORE  J.  ESPOSITO,  organized  the  above  firm.  He 
stated  that  in  19^2  he  entered  the  business  with  his 
father  and  held  a  partnership  Interest.  He  said  the

ESPOSITO  related  that  he  served  in  World  War 
II  from  1945  to  1947,  and  afterward  he  had  returned  to 
Oakland  and  re-established  himself  in  the  business.  He 
stated  that  his  father  had  Introduced  him  to  JAMES  LANZA 
of  the  Lanza  Brothers,  559  Washington  Street,  San 
Francisco,  California.  ESPOSITO  stated  that  his  father 
had  told  him  that  LANZA  was  the  direct  representative 
of  the  Oro  Olive  Oil  Company  and  that  because  it  was 
possible  to  secure  a  better  price  for  the  purchase  of 
olive  oil,  ESPOSITO'S  father  felt  that  LANZA  being  a  broker 
in  olive  oil  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  furnish  the 
necessary  supply  of  olive  oil  for  their  business  and  at  the 
same  time  secure  the  olive  oil  at  a  lower  cost. 

ESPOSITO  stated  that  since  approximately  the  latter 
part  of  1947  he  has  been  dealing  with  JAMES  LANZA  and  the 
Oro  Olive  Oil  Company,  He  stated  that  his  contact  with 
LANZA  has  been  principally  by  telephone  and  that  on  a  few 
occasions  he  has  seen  LANZA  In  person  and  has  met  him  on 
occasion  at  grocery  and  commodity  conventions  In  this  area. 

But  other  than  that,  he  has  no  personal  contact  with  LANZA. 

He  stated  that  he  is  unaware  of  his-  background  and  has 
always  f ound  him  to  be  a  very  fine  individual  and  his 
business  dealings  with  LANZA  have  been  very  satisfactory. 
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ESPOSITO  was  asked  the  direct  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  JAMES  LANZA  had  at  any  time  influenced  him 
or  persuaded  him  by  threat  or  force  to  purchase  olive  oil 
or  fulfill  contracts  that  he  did  not  desire  to  handle. 

ESPOSITO  stated  that  never  has  LANZA  tried  to  influence  him 
or  force  him  into  doing  anything  that  he  did  not  desire  to 
do  and  never  has  LANZA  tried  to  extort  money  or  any^ 
commodity  from  him.  He  stated  that  he  knows  nothing 
concerning  any  Mafia  or  Black  Hand  activity  in  which 
LANZA  may  have  been  involved,  and  as  he  recalls  his  father 
never  made  any  reference  to  such  activity  nor  did  he  make  any 
reference  to  knowing  the  LANZA  family  when  the  ESPOSITO  family 
resided  in  New  York  City. 

TONY  ESPOSITO  was  questioned  concerning  any  knowledge 
he  might  have  with  reference  to  the  meeting  of  hoodlums  at 
Apalachin,.  New  York,  on  November  14,  1957.  ESPOSITO  stated 
that  he  had  read  about  the  meeting  in  the  newspaper  and  he 
was  surprised  to  know  that  JAMES  LANZA  had  been  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  meeting  at  approximately  the  time  of  the 
Apalachin  meeting.  He  stated  that  he  has  never  heard 
anyone  make  any  remarks  which  would  cause  him  to  believe 
that  JAMES  LANZA  or  his  brother,  ANTHONY,  were  or  had  at 
any  time  been  connected  with  the  Mafia  organization. 

TONY  ESPOSITO  advised  that  his  father,  SALVATORE, 
passed  away  in  1957 ,  and  he  is  certain  that  during  the 
past  several  years  his  father  or  the  members  of  his  family 
have  never  been  involved  in  any  criminal  activity  or 
association  with  individuals  which  would  in  any  way  in¬ 
dicate  that  they  associated  with  the  hoodlum  element.  He 
reiterated  that  as  far  as  he  knows,  LANZA  has  never  at  any 
time  tried  to  control  the  operations  of  the  Veronica  Olive 
Oil  Company  or  any  other  olive  oil  company  located  in  this 
area.  ESPOSITO  stated  that  the  olive  oil  business  is 
operated  by  the  individual  companies  and  as  far  as  he  can 
remember  it  has  never  been  controlled  by  JAMES  LANZA  or  by 
any  other  individual  who  might  or  might  not  have  been  a 
member  of  the  Mafia.

She  stated  that  on  several  occasions 
JAMES  LANZA  did  visit  her  father  in  Lodi,  California.  | 
concluded  by  stating  that  she  did  not  know  anything  unfavorable 
concerning  the  LANZA  brothers.

Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  LANZA  attended  her 
husband's  funeral  in  September  1957*  in  New  York  City. 

She  stated  that  she,  Mrs.  NASO,  was  in  deep  grief  at  the 
time  of  her  husband's  death  and  remained  in  such  condition 
for  some  time.  She  stated,  therefore,  that  she  does  not 
know  who  LANZA  might  have  visited  or  where  he  might  have 
stayed  in  New  York  City  during  the  immediate  days  preceeding 
and  following  her  husband's  funeral. 
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Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  following  her  husband?  s 
funeral,  she  recalls  that  LANZA  went  to  Reading,  Pennsylvania, 
with  her  brother,  VINCENT  NASO,  but  she  does  not  know 
anything  concerning  his  stay  in  Reading  at  that  time. 

Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  about  one  or  two  months 
after  her  husband's  funeral,  the  exact  time  she  cannot 
recall  due  to  her  mental  condition  brought 
about  by  the  anguish  over  her  husband's  death,  LANZA 
came  to  New  York  City  to  help  her  in  settling  some  matters 
of  her  husband’s  estate.  Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  she,  her¬ 
self,  was  in  New  York  City  at  this  time  staying  with  her 
aged  parents. 

Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  she  does  not  know  who 
LANZA  might  have  visited  in  New  York  City  at  this  time. 

Mrs. NASO  stated  that  she  does  not  know  if 
LANZA  went  to  Scranton  or  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  after 
his  visit  at  this  time  to  New  York  City.  She  noted  that 
he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  settling  of  any  estate 
matters  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  at  this  time. 

Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  she  does not  know  any 
RUSSELL  ALFRED  BUFALINO.  She  vaguely  recalls  an  individual 
named  BUFALINO  who  was  an  attorney  in  some  small  town  in 
Pennsylvania,  but  she  does  not  recall  the  name  of  this 
town. 


Mrs. NASO  stated  that  she  does  not  recall 
anyone  named  BUFALINO  coming  to  her  husband's  funeral. 
However,  she  again  noted  that  due  to  her  mental  state  at 
the  tine  of  her  husband’s  death,  a  person  named  BUFALINO 
could  have  been  at  the  funeral.  She  furthei  advised  that 
she  does  not  know  whether  LANZA  knows  anyone  named 
BUFALINO.

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He  stated  that  his  reason  for  becoming 
friendly  with  LANZA  was  because  when  he  first  came 
to  California  to  go  into  business,  being  an  Italian, 
he  stated  he  naturally  went  to  those  who  would  assist 
him  in  making  the  proper  contacts  to  further  his 
business  in  manufacturing  cheese.  He  said  that  he  could 
not  expect  assistance  from  the  Irish  or  other  nationality 
groups . 


He  pointed  out  that  since  he  has  established 
a  thriving  business  he  does  very  little  business  with 
Sicilians,  largely  because  they  do  not  like  to  see  other 
Sicilians  succeed  and  would  rather  give  their  business 
to  someone  else. 

He  stated  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of 'LANZA 
being  engaged  in  any  illegal  activities,  and  did  not  have 
any  knowledge  of  his  activities  other  than  his  being  in  the 
insurance  or  food  brokerage  business,  which  he  considered 
as  being  legitimate  activities.

IRVING  was  acquainted  with  most  of  MIKE  ABATE 's 
associates  and  claimed  that  he  had  no  idea  that  any  of  them 
were  .engaged  in  any  illegal  activity  until  .ABATE' s  arrest 
in  connection  with  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  murder.  IRVING  was 
acquainted  with  ail  of  the  suspects  in  this  murder  case. 


IRVING  advised  that  he  had  been  acquainted  with, 
JAMES  LaNZA  for  several  years.  He  advised  that  he  considered 
JAMES  LaNZA  the  uKing  pin"  of  the  Sicilian  element  in  the 
San  Francisco  area.  He  was-  questioned  as  to  vrhether  JAMES 
LANZA  of  ANTHONY  LANZA  was 'the  .more  influential  in  the 
Sicilian  element.  He  quickly  advised;  that  ANTHONY  LANZA 
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was  merely  the  bookkeeper  of  the  firm  and  that  thepe  was 
no  question  but  that  JAMES  LANZA  was  the  more  important 
and  influential  of  the  two. 

IRVING  advised  that,  he  sold  considerable  olive 
Oil  to  the  Veronica  Olive  Oil  Company  of  Oakland,  Calif prnia. 
This  company  is  .owned  and  operated  by  the  ESPOSITO  family. 
TONY  ESPOSITO;  was  in  charge,  untii  recently  when  lie  died. 

IRVING  advised  that  once  JAMES  LANZA  remarked  to 
him  that  if  he  (IRVING)  hhd.  any  collection  problems  with 
Italians,  to  let  him  (LANZA)  know.  IRVING  advised  that 
once  TONY  ESPOSITO  of  Veronica  Olive  Oil  Company,  failed 
to  honor  a  sight  draft.  He  did  not  recall  the  amount  of 
the  draft  but  stated  that  it  would  have  been  a  sizable 
amount  as  those  sight  drafts  generally  ran  between,  $8000 
and  132,000*  IRVING  stated  that  he  mentioned  to  JAMES 
LANZA,  that  TONY  ESPOSITO  had  failed  to  hohor  a  sight  draft. 
LANZA  told  him  that  he  (LANZA)  would:  take  care  of  the 
matter.  IRVING  stated  that  within  an  hour  he  received  a 
call  from  'TONY  ESPOSITO  and  TONY  ESPOSITO  'ioldfhifilCthSt  he 
(ESPOSITO)  had- put  a  check  in  .the  mail  for  the  amount. 

ESPOSITO  requested  him  to  contact,  him  personally  the  jnext 
time,  there  was  any  misunderstanding  relative  IJo  their  business 
transactions  and  requested  him  not  to  tell  JAMES  LANZA 
about  such  matters. 

IRVING  alsd  related  that  when  he  purchased  the 
Oro  Olive  Oil  Plant  there  Was  a  second  or  third  mortgage 
held  by  Veronica  Olive  Oil  Company.  Through  some  technicality 
this  mortgage  was  not  cleared  by  the  Government  When  the 
Government  foreclosed  on  the  Oro  Olive  Oil  Company  and  sold 
it  to  IRVING.  TONY  ESPOSITO  demanded  #3QpO  from  IKING*. 

IRVING  related  that  he  took  this  matter  up  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Agency  which  handled  the  transaction.  He  Was  advised 
that  the  technicality  would  immediately  be  cleared  up  but 
operation  at  the  plant  could  be  held  up  for  probably  60 
days  by  ESPOSITO.  IRVING  sta,ted  he  told  ABATE  that  operation 
could  not  be  started  for  abopt  60  days  until  the  matter 
With  ESPOSITO  Was  cleared  up.' 
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ABATE  desired  to  know  if  TONY  ESPOSITO  was  losing 
any  money.  IRVING  told  ABATE,  that  TONY  ESPOSITO  was  not 
being  cheated  ait  of  any  money  and  that  he  did  not  intend 
to  pay  ESPOSITO  anything.  ABATE  then  told  JRVING  that  lie 
would  talk  with  ESPOSITO.  IRVING  related  that  the  day 
following  this  conversation  ABATE  called  him  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  and  requested  iRVING  to<  meet  him  a*  Lanza  Brothers, 
Office.  IRVING  stated  that  he  met  ABATE  at  Lanza  JBros. 

Office.  He  stated  that  he  and  MIKE  ABATE  along  with  a 
great  big  Italian,  gbt  into  a  car.  Hecstated  that  he  had 
never  seen  the  big  Italian  before,  did  not  know  his  name, 
and  has  never  seen  him  since..  They  drove  to  ESPOSITO’S 
Office  in  Oakland., 

IRVING  advised  that  ABATE  and  ESPOSITO  conversed 
in  Italian  about  the  matter.  ABATE  desired  ESPOSITO  to  Sign 
the  papers  releasing  the  lien.  IRVING  stated  that  during 
the  conversation  AH ATE  suddenly  slammed  his  hand  on 
ESPOSITO’s  desk  and  said  something  to  the  effect,  ’’remember 
your  daddy  and  my  daddy  belonged  to  the  same  club”.  iRVING 
related  that  shortly  after  this  ESPOSITO  asked  IRVING  to 
take  a  walk,  with  him.-  He  and  ESPOSITO  went  for  a  cup  of 
coffee  and  following  this  ESPOSITO  signed  all  of  the  necessary 
papers  releasing  the  lien. 

Piles  of  the  San  Francisco  Office  disclose  an 
investigation  in  1952  in  a  case  captioned  "ANTHONY  MAGGIO, 
Application  for  Pardon  After  Completion  of  Sentence."  This 
investigation  disclosed  that  an  investigation  of  ANTHONY 
MAGGIO  was  conducted  in  1952  upon  his  Application  for-  Pardon 
After  Completion  of  Sentence.  The  United  States  Attorney’s 
file  in  this  matter  disclosed,  that  ANTHQNY  MaGG-IO  was  con-, 
victed  in  the  United  States  District  Court,  Newark,  New 
Jersey,  for  violation  of  alcoholIO  tapz  laws.  He  was  sen¬ 
tenced  July  8,  194.1  to  imprisonment  for  three  years  and  to 
pay  a  fine  of' $ 2300.  He  began  service  of  sentence  August, 
19u2,  was  released  on  parole  November  1,  1943,  and  was 
finally  discharged  on  completion  of  parole  term  on  March 
13,  194.6-*  The  fine  at  that  time  (1952)  had  not  been  paid.

3%0  -18th  , 
Street,  Sari  Francisco,  and  JAMES  J.  LANZA,  603  Virginia 
Avenue.,  San  Mateo,  California. 

JOSEPH  P.  MARCONI,  who  was  listed  as  a  character 
reference  for  MAGGIO,  was  interviewed  in  May,  1952,  by 
SA  RAYMOND  J;  BRANDT ♦  At  that  time  MARCONI,  at  first  was, 
unable  to  recall  MAGGIO.

He  has  been 
recognized  as  a  narcotics  smuggler  and  believed  to  b.e  at  > 
one  time  one  of  the  sources  of  supply  of  a  Kansas  City, 
Missouri  narcotics  rings .  His  former  associates  include 
such  individuals  as  I  PHILLIP  MANGANO, 

I  I  |  ana  others.  He  was  indicted 

and  convicted  recently  or  a  narcotics  violation.  In  this 
latter  conviction,  he  was  associated  with  the  late  WAXEY 
GORDON.  NANI  has  been  deported.. 

In  regard  to  MIKE  ABATI,  FBI  Number  171.6819,  his 
associates  have  Leeb  connected  in  the  past  with  narcotics, 
and  he  has.  been  suspected  of  dealing  i*i  narcotics.  Also  as 
I  ~~~|  he  was  charged  with  Unlawful  Flight  to 

Avoid  Prosecution  -  Robber#  at  one  time.  At  that  time,  he 
was  subject  of  FBI  Identification  Order  Number  1680.  In 
this  case,  he  was  sought  as  a  fugitive  of  a  robbery  of  the 
Italian.  .Club  in  Northeast  Pennsylvania.  SCAPPATURA  and 
ABATI  operated  an  olive  oil  .company  in  Oroville,  Calif  ornia  ,, 
until  SCAPPATURA  »s  death  in  1952.  Since  SCAPPATURA *  s  death, 
ABATI  has  managed  the  plant  which  is  now  known:  as  Oro  , Olive 
Oil  Company  and  is  owned  by  HENRY  IRVING.  ABATI  has  been 
ordered  deported  by  the  Immigration  and  Naturalisation  Ser¬ 
vice  and'  is  presently  on  bond  and  the  case  is  being  appealed. 

In  regard  to  ANTHONY  J.  LIMAj  FBI  Number  103ij-03A, 
it  is  noted  that  LIMA i s,  criminal  record  includes  an  arrest 
for  murder  in.

On  September  2,  1958,  SP  T-17  advised  that  a  state¬ 
ment  under  oath  was  taken  from  the  Subject  on  August  19, 

1958.  The  statement  was  made  available  for  review  to  SA 
CURTIS  P.  IRWIN,  JR.  Although  Subject  was  permitted  to 
have  an  attorney  during  the  time  thv:  sworn  statement  was  taken 
Subject  did  not  desire  an  attorney  and  no  representation 
of  Subject  was  present.  Subject  advised  that  he  was  born 
in  1902  in  Italy. 

Included  among  the  questions  asked  of  the  Subject  were 
questions  relating  to  the  meeting  of  hoodlums  on  November  14,  1957, 
at  Apalachin,  New  York.  Subject  admitted  that  he  made  a  trip 
to  New  York  City  in  November,  1957.  He  advised  that 
he  made  the  trip  with  JOSEPH  CERRITO,  Los  Gatos,  California. 

Subject  advised  that  he  went  to  New  York  City  to  take  care 
of  some  affairs  of  a  deceased  in-law.  He  understood  that 
CERRITO  was  going  to  New  York  on  business  to  buy  some  cars 
from  an  auction  house . 

Subject  related  that  he  purchased  the  tickets  and 
CERRITO  reimbursed  him  for  his  share  of  the  costs.  They  flew 
back  to  New  York  City  together  and  they  shared  a  room  together 
at  the  Hotel  New  Yorker  in  New  York  City.  Upon  completion 
of  their  3tay  in  New  York  City  they  returned  together  to  San 
Francisco .

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Subject  admitted  tisb  he  resided  and  worked  in  Lindsay, 
California,  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Lucca 
Olive  Oil  Company,  from  about  1940  to  1945. 

Subject  advised  that  His  father,  FRANK  LANZA,  and 
another  man. bought  a  "vineyard  in  Escondido.,  California,  in  about 
1925  or  1926?.  The  partner  later  sold  his  interest  to  NICK 
LICATA  of  Los  Angeles,  California,  Therefore,  NICK  LICATA 
of  ios  Angeles  and  PRANK3 LANZA  were  partners  in  this  operation 
for  several  years..  Subject  was  a  little  hazy  as  to  exactly 
when  this  vineyard  or  ranch  was  sold.  However,  he  finally 
stated,  that  it  was  sold  prior  to  his-  father’s  death.  He 
related  that  his  father  died  in  1937  in  San  Francisco.. 

He  further  stated  that,  his  father  and  his  mother 
lived  on  the  ranch  most  of  the  time  during  the  time  the 
father  owned  the  ranch.  He  related  that,  he  and  his  brother, 
ANTHONY  LANZA  remained  in  San  Francisco  and  operated  the  busi¬ 
ness  in  .San  Francisco  during  this  time.  He  further  explained 
in  regard  to  his  relationship  with  NICK  LICATA  that  LICATA, 
in  view  of  the  above  raentined  partnership  with  his  father, 
was  an  old  friend  of  the  family.  He' was  asked  if  he  knew 
LICATA* s  present  business  activities,  to  which  he  replied 
that  he' did  not  know  what  business  LICATA;  was  in  at  the 
present  time  and  knew  nothing  about  his  present  activities. 

He  advised  that  he  knew  ANTHONY  LIMA,  but  had 
nOt  seen  him  for  a  long  time.  He  denied  knowing  anything  about 
LIMA’ s  present  activities*  He  related  that  when  he  knew 
LIMA,  his  contact  with  lima  was  always  in  regard  to  olive  oil 
business.

He  advised  that  he  had  always  found  MIKE  ABATI  to  be  anfhonest 
hard-working  man. 

He  advised  that  he  had  known  JOSEPH  CERRITO,  Los 
Gatos,  California,  for  probably  six  or  seven  years.  He  advised 
that  he  had  become  acquainted  with  CERRITO  through  purchasing, 
a  used  car  from  him..  In  regard  to  CERRITO  he  stated  he  knew 
no  activities  on  the  part  of  CERRITO  other  than  the  auto¬ 
mobile  business. 

He  admitted  knowing  FRANK  GRUTTADAURIA .  He 
stated  that  he  had  not  seen  GRUTTADAURIA  in  a  long  time  and 
knew  nothing  about  his  activities.  He  thought.  QRUTTADAURIA 
was  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  at  the  present  time.  He 
also  admitted  knowing  STEVE  ZOCCOLI.  He  again  stated  that 
he  knew  nothing  about  ZOCCOLI* s  activities.  He  advised 
when  questioned  as  to  his  association  with  ZOCCOLI  that  they 
had  his  car  insured  at  one  time.  Subject  was  questioned  as 
to  his  information  or  opinion  .regadding  the  existence  of  an 
association,  called  “Mafia"  among  a  certain  Sicilian  element.

He.  was  questioned  as  to  his  opinion  or  knowledge 
of  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  of  individuals  at  Apalachin,  New 
York,  on  November  14,  1^57  at  the  home  of  JOSEPH  BARBARA.  He 
remarked1  that  he  had  ho  information  pertaining  to  such  a 
meeting  or  gathering.  He  further  stated  that  be  had  no  opinion 
as  to  its  purpose.  He  advised  that  he  would  have  ho,  way  of 
knowing  or  learning  what  the  purpose  of  such  a  gathering 
might  have  been  as  he  did  not  desire  to  associate  or  be 
connected;  with  in  any  manner  any  element  Which  might  be  engaged 
in  any  illegal  or  criminal  activities. 

During  the  course  of  the  interview.  Subject  made 
frequent  remarks  relating  to  his  family’s  good  name  and 
reputation  in  the  San  Francisco  area.  He  frequently  remarked 
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that  "they"  had  been  in  business  in  San  Francisco  for  40 
years  and  during  that  time  had  always  been  honest,  hard¬ 
working  individuals  who  had'  good  reputations..  He  remarked 
that  during,  the  course  of  their  business  activities  naturally - 
they  might  have  been  in  contact  with  some  undesirable  indivi¬ 
duals.,  He  said  that  whenever  you  are  dealing,  with  the  public, 
in  business,,  you’  cannot  inquire  about  the-  individual^ 
background.*  He  related,  that  whenever  individuals  desired 
merchandise  and  had  the  money  he  sold  them  merchandise.

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Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  about  one  or  two  months  after 
hus  husband's  funeral,  the  exact  time  she  cannot  recall  due 
to  her  mental  condition  brought  about  by  the  anguish  over 
her  husband's  death,  LANZA  came  to  New  York  City  to  help  her 
in  settling  some  matters  of  her  husband’s  estate.  Mrs. 

NASO  stated  that  she,  herself,  was  in  New  York  City  at  this 
time  staying  with  her  aged  parents. 

Mrs.  NASOOstated  thattshe  does  not  know  who  LANZA 
might  have  visited  in  New  York  City  at  this  time. 

Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  she  does  not  know  if  LANZA 
went  to  Scranton  or  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  after  his 
visit  at  this  time  to  New  York  City.  She  noted  that  he 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  settling  of  any  estate  matters  in 
Reading,  Pennsylvania.,  at  this  time. 

Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  she  does  notknow  any  RUSSELL 
ALFRED  BUFALINO.  She  vaguely  recalls  an  individual  named 
BUFALINO  who  was  an  attorney  in  some  small  town  in  Pennsylvania, 
but  she  does  not  recall  the  name  of  this  town. 

Mrs.  NASO  stated  that  she  does  not  recall  anyone 
named  BUFALINO  coming  to  her  husband’s  funeral.  However,  she 
again  noted  that  due  to  her  mental  state  at  the  time  of 
her  husband's  death,  a  person  named  BUFALINO  could  have  been 
at  the  funeral.  She  furtha*  advised  that  she  does  not  know 
whether  LANZA  knows  anyone  named  BUFALINO. 

Mrs.  NASO  noted  that  when  she  moved  to  Tucson,  she 
brought  her  only  son  to  Tucson  with  her  and  entered  him  in 
a  private  sanitarium.  She  stated  that  her  daughter,  MARY 
ANN,  is  the  wife  of  JOSEPH  AUGELLO,  who  operates  a  real 
estate  company  in  Tucson.

sation  indicated  that  JAMES  LANZA  and  his  uncle,  MARIO 
PRISINZANO  were  reading  Items  in” the  San  Francisco 
newspapers  concerning  the  action  taken  by  the  U.  S. 

Court  of  Appeals  at  New  York  City  which  ;refer  to  the 
reversal  of  the  20  individuals  previously  convicted  of 
conspiracy,  No  names  were  mentioned  by  PRISINZANO,  but 
he  did  state  that  it  was  a  shame  when  people  cannot  get 
together  and  chat.  LANZA  stated  that,  "Nobody  will  have- 
to  pay  it  because  they  all*  appealed  it,,  all  under  bond, 
got  their  money  back."  LANZA  further  stated  that  "There 
was  (sounded  like  son  or  daughter)  of  GENOVESE,  well,  was 
arrested  because  (this  part  of  statement  unaudible)".  The 
rest  of  the  discussion  in  Italian  was  general  in  nature  and 
referred  to  thd  stock  market,  the  election,  and  that  living 
in  Italy  at  the  present  time  was  expensive.
